On Saturday, May 28. ſeveral Gentlemen,

ill Uſe of a good Name) met at the King's 
Head Tavern in the High- Street, to drink 
Proſperity to the Royal Family; and before 


the Door they had piled up a very large Heap 
of Faggots for a Bonfire, ſo large that the 


Inhabitants did then affirm, and have ſince 


ſworn, that it was unſafe to light it in that 


Place, by reaſon of the Narrowneſs of the 
VVV „„ 
VU pon the Deſire and Repreſentation of the 
People, this was pulled down and carried 
away, not, according to that Wretch The Fly- 
ing Poſt, to any Gown-Man's Chamber, but 
to the Dwellings of the poor Inhabitants who 


demoli{h'd it. 


This proceeding, with the prodigious Sums 
offered by the Conftitutioi-Club to light : 
the Fire, in which it was fully deſigned to 
burn. the Effigies of the late Queen ANNE, 
of Bleſſed Memory, our Chancellor the Duke 


of ORMONDE, &c. This Proceeding, I 


_ fay,raiſed that Rabble of People, which (not- 
_ withſtanding the Vigilance of Dr. Charlet , 
then Pro-vice-Chancellor, who did his Duty 


to the utmoſt ) went firſt to the Presbyterian- 
Meeting-Houſe, where they gutted it, and 
pulled down belt part of the Shell, the Pulpit 
2 Was 
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was brought out and burned near Carfoix, 
where ſeveral took Pieces as Reliques ; after 


this they proceeded, and put the Amen Raiſer 


of that Place into the Stocks. 
But as to the burning in Effigies the Reve- 


ond Mr. Roby, which is aſſerted in the Fly- 
ing-Poſt, (ina Letrer wrote by one Mr. Benj. 


Needler, a Lawyer's Clerk, who in Gratitude 


for the greateſt Civilities paid him in this 
Place, was pleaſed to ſcandalize his Friends 
and Benefactors) we know not the Fact, nor 
the Perſon ; we having no ſettled Teacher 
here, rhe Sectariſts being ſo few, and ſo poor, 
of that Perſuaſion, as not to be able to main- 
tain a conſtant Paſtor. 


Upon hearing of this Matter, the Senior 


Proctor, Mr. Deering, (Brother to Sir Ch. 
5 mondeley Deering) came out, and tried to di- 
ſperſe the Rabble, which was in vain till he 
Went into the A ing s-Head.-T, avern, and di- 
ſperſed the Conſtitution⸗C lub, which at 
once diſperſed the reſt; nay, ſo careful was 
he of their Safety, that he accompanied them 
Home, and guarded them ſafe from the In- 
ſults of a juſtly enraged Mob. 

As ſoon as they came to New. College, (of 


which only ſome were Members, though all 


went in) the Door being ſhut, and they in 
entire Security, they ſhot off ſeveral 8 


buſſes, and other Fire-Arms, at a venture 
among the People, ſome of which they wound- 


ed, and others had very providengial Eſcapes.

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This Fire made the Rabble give way, when 
going quietly Home, one Mr. Ie. — — on, 
Brother to the Lord . ile, fired his Gun 
ſeveral times among them from Hart-Hall. 
Windows, which, as God ordered it, did no 


Afterwards ſome paſling 


Succeſs. 


Thus wore out this Day; the next being 
the Joyful Anniverſary of the Glorious R- 
ſtauration , Illuminations were placed, and 
Bonfires made, and a ſmall Company raiſed 
to a great Mob by ſome of the Emiſſaries of 
the Conſtitution⸗Club, mixed among them, 
who have (as particularly the Coryphæus of | 
the Faction) boaſted, that they had light up 
ſuch a Flame in the Town and Univerſity | 
that would not ſoon be quenched ; this we 
have upon Oath. Theſe Incendiaries, mixed 
with the reſt, conducted them to the Qua- 
ker's Meeting Houſe, which was very ſtrong- 
ly barricadoed, and could never have been 


forced, had not ſome of the Incendiaries 


threaten d Mrs. Eaton to pull down her Houſe; 
ſo that her Servant was forced to unlatch the 

Door; when they entered, pulled down the 
Inner -doors, took away all the Benches, ſome 


part of the Wainſcor, and ſeverely broke the 


Windows of the Meeting-Houſe, as well as 


the next Houſe of one Nichols, a Quaker, 


who is ſaid, by the Flyzng-Poſt, to have been 
Z plundered 


by Oriel-College 
were fired at again, though with the former 
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Plunder'd, and his Plate loſt; whereas, the 


Man himſelf has aſſured many here, that he 
loſt nothing; the Materials were conſumed in 

2 Fire, made for that Purpoſe, near St. John s- 
College, over againſt which, the Meeting- 


Houſe ſtood. 


Before this, 1 ſhould have told you, that 
theRabble pull'd down a Room, formerly made 


uſe of by the Anabaptiſts, near the Caſtle, 


though lately the Sect has loſt its Name, as 
well as its Credit, here, by a famous Prank 
of the laſt Teacher's, who chriſtened two 
 Wenches in the Morning, and was found in 


Bed between his new Converts at Night. 


They were hurried on here, by a fatal 
Impetus, the Spirit of the Faction, which 
began, encourag'd, and carried on this whole 
Matter; but the Error was ſoon rectifyed, 
when the Landlord brought his Petition to 


the Univerſity, where he repreſented, that the 


Houſe was lett for other Uſes, but was frau-

vVvithout great Joy to the Conſtitution⸗Club;
